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POINCARE AND THE ELECTIONS. 


The evident spirit of confidence 
with which M. POINCARE on Sunday 
opened his campaign for the April 
elections has been reflected in all 
the Paris cables. The vagaries of 
French politics are. traditioually the 
despair not only of foreign observers 
but ot Frenchmen themselves, but 
it now appears that the reform of 
public finances and the averting of 
what had seemed to be the imminent 
plunge of France into Germany's 
currency-repudiation policy have 
presented and still present an issue 
on which the country’s sentiment is 
overwhelmingly with the Ministry 
which made those achievement: pos- 
sible. If the task had been com- 
pleted and the currency already 
“stabilized” by law, the voters 
might perhaps have been expected 
to revert to their former partisan- 
ship on a host of narrow issues. But, 
although gold resumption could in 
all probability have been effected 
months ago, the action was deferred. 

POINCARE is therefore able to poin* 
out to the electors that it is even 
now possible for a hostile Chamber 
to undo what the “Government of 
National Union,” formed in the crisis 
of July, 1926, has accomplished. He 
asks for representatives who will 
continue to. support that Govern- 
ment until the currency is safe. 
Considering that complete acqui- 
escence in’ the Poincaré policies 
on the part the heterogeneous 
“blocs” of 1926 was an admitteu 
result of urgent pressure from 
constituents, this expectation seems 
well grounded. 

The work of the Poincaré Minis- 
try, organized from the leaders of 
ordinarily. hostile and irreconcilable 
groups, has indeed been most ex- 
traordinary; most people, even those 
familiar with financial affairs, have 

as yet only an imperfect. idea -of 
what .it--necessitated. . When the 
Ministry. was formed, the French 
public finances were.close to a state 
of insolvency. The Treasury had 
kept afloat, in the six, preceding 
months; only through ‘borrowing 
4,000,000,000 francs from the Bank 
of Fratice and, in the end, through 
diverting to the public.deficit pro- 
ceeds of an American gold loan-orig- 
inally raised to protect. the currency. 
The public debt had become unman- 
ageable; the frane’s. gold value had 
been cut in half within a year. 

T: office in the critical emer- 
gency Of 1926, the Poincaré Ministry 
had to reorganize the public: debt, 
impose such new and heavy taxa-,

AN AUDITED CAMPAIGN. 


A money dilemma confronts polit- 
ical: managers in this year’s Presi- 
dential campaign. On the one hand 
there is the prospect that legitimate 
expenses will run very high. Ways 
to reach the greatly expended elec- 
torate will have to be devised. If 


and | full use is to made of the radio the 


cost will be enormous. - But on the 
other side of the campaign ledger 
has to be written the fact that it will 
be harder than ever to raise funds. 
Large contributors of other years 
will develop an unaccustomed shy- 
ness. They can hardly be blamed 
for not wishing to be haled before a 
Senate committee to have their 
bank accounts turned inside out. 
While it may not be true that a new 
conscience about lavish expenditure 
for political purposes has been 
created by the recent disclosures, it 
is certain that a new sensitiveness 
has come into being. The result is 
to leave politicians in the unpleasant 
predicament of needing more money 
than in any previous year but not 
knowing where on earth they are to 
get it. 

To add to their trials, it is now 
proposed to set up a special commit- 
tee of the Senate to sit continuously, 
as a sort of board of audit, through- 
out the entire campaign. At any 
moment a given candidate for the 
Presidential nomination might be 
summoned to tell how much he and 
his friends were spending. And 
after the. nominations have been 
made, the party committees, both 
national and State, might be called 
up without notice to exhibit their 
books, to confess the size of their 
deficit: and: to. reveal from what in- 
dividuals and banks they had bor- 
rowed money. In a word, it is pro- 
posed. to intensify and make more 
effective the methods that were em- 
toyed in 1920. 

In that year the uncovering of the 
large sums which were being laid 
out to.secure the nomination for 
General Woop undoubtedly had an 
effect upon the Republican National 
Convention adverse to him: If the 
new plan of something like a daily 
Senate audit is carried out, it can be 
made a source not only. of. annoy- 
ance but of terror to party manag- 
ers. Yet if they are inclined to be 
tricky or deceptive, they can surely 
find ways to get around the Sena- 
torial inquisitors for the time being. 
But if they are honest and above- 
board, there seems to be no great 
point in requiring them to submit 
their balance at’ the close of every 
day’s business. :

To the politicians opposed to 
Hoover it has been represented to 
his disadvantage that he was in 
Australia,. China, Russia, Burmah 
and where not during his ‘ middle 
fifteen. years” and, among: other 
headquarters, had an office in Lon- 
don. To the business men whose 
viewpoint this article represents 
HOOVER was carrying the standard 
of American business and engineer- 
ing methods everywhere. He was 
following in the illustrious foot- 
steps of HAMILTON SMITH of Cali- 
fornia, whom the ROTHSCHILDS sent 
to South Africa in the 1890s because 
American mining engineers. led the 
world and SMITH was one of the 
greatest of the Americans. As 
HOovVER did:after him, and under his 
inspiration, SMITH summoned to 
South Africa JOHN HAYS HAMMOND 
and fully a hundred more of his co- 
workers.

MORE RADIO TROUBLE. 


Beyond the fact that it extends 
the life of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission for another year the bill 
awaiting the President’s signature 
has little to commend it. By its very 
nature a powerful station belongs 
not to any one locality but to the 
nation as a whole. When the fine 
symphony concerts of the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra can be 
heard in lonely farmhouses hundreds 
and even thousands of miles away, it 
is plain that broadcasting is as much 
a national utility as a transconti- 
nental railroad. In the past a sta- 
tion has been rated by the quality 
of its program and the place that it 
filled in the community at large. 
Henceforth its State location is the 
controlling consideration whether it 
radiates grand opera or a night 
club’s jazz. Broadcasting licenses 
are to be “ equally ” allocated among 
the five administrative radio zones 
and “ equitably” among the States. 
To make certain that backward sec- 
tions may be encouraged to waft 
the efforts of- local talent on. the 
ether the studio where the micro- 
phone is to be found becomes the 
geographical location of the station, 
although artist and antenha may be 
in different States.

TEMPERATURE, NORMAL. 

Senior statistics in the colleges, as 
by the seniors themselves compiled, 
have been strangely overlooked by 
diagnosticians..of youth’s revolt. 
When that April with its showers 
sweet the drought of March has 
pierced to the root, and Class Day 
and Commencement loom on the 
horizon, young men vote for the 
handsomest man, the most popular 
man, the man most likely to suc- 
ceed; and eke for the favorite novel; 
the favorite character in history, the 
favorite living hero and the like. 
Yale, both academic and Sheffield, 
has already voted, with results 
equally surprising for. those who 
view rebel youth with alarm or with 
satisfaction. 

The one legitimate conclusion to 
be derived from the New Haven 
senior questionnaire is that there is 
no revolt of modern youth. The 
Spring of 1928 finds no appreciable 
difference in Yale from what seniors 
were when the sun had run half its 
course in the Ram of 1908. The big- 
gest ‘world-figure today at New 
Haven is LINDBERGH, and close be- 
hind him comes MUSSOLINI. The two 
together have 220 votes against 3 
votes apiece for BERNARD SHAW and 
JOSEPH STALIN. Yale men admire 
most, among living men, LINDBERGH 
with 67 votes, and second “My 
father” with 30 votes. That second 
item is illuminating on the celebrated 
War of the Generations. At Shef- 
field the favorite novels are “Tom 
Jones,” “Richard Feverel” and 
“Tale of Two Cities”; the favorite 
poets, . KIPLING, TENNYSON and 
BROWNING; the favorite prose au- 
thors, HARDY; GALSWORTHY, CONRAD, 
MARK TWAIN, DICKENS, VICTOR 
HuGo. More seniors would rather 
have a Phi Beta Kappa than a major 
letter in athletics. 

The most significant item in the 
list is the poll on the Least Valuable 
Subject in the curriculum. Psychol- 
ogy carries off the leather medal 
with a triumphant 63, leaving eco- 
nomics with 28 and geology with 27 
way behind in the ruck. Yet it is 
the recent victories of psychology 
that are supposed to account, more 
than any single force, for the revolt 
of youth. Faiths, standards, loyal- 
ties, affections have been rudely un- 
dermined for our young’ men by the 
revelations of the Unconscious and 
the Behavioristic. But if the New 
Haven figures say anything, they de- 
clare that college youth is quite un- 
conscious of the Unconscious and is 
behaving very much the way it be- 
haved before Behaviorism. It must 
be admitted that the questionnaire 
method is not an infallible guide to 
Truth; but there is no reason for 
believing that. an undergraduate 
questionnaire is less reliable than 
any other set of questions and an- 
swers on which the post-graduate 
world has based hypotheses and poli- 
cies. And if it be argued that a Yale 
senior says LINDBERGH and “ If” and 
“Tom Jones” because it is the tradi- 
tional thing to say, the case against 
youth’s revolt is only the stronger. 
It shows young men thinking by for- 
mula instead of flaming in revolt.

Congress because of his charges 
against the Radio Commission afd 
some of its members individually. 

In fact: he has been one of the 
stormy petrels of the broadcasting 
field, having created somewhat of a 
sensation last year by admitting to 
the commission that he was-using in 
excess of 1,000. watts, his authorized 
broadcasting power.

The day’s market showed that the 
spell had not been broken; with Wall 
Street or with the outside specula- 
tor. Prices. for the shares:on which 
the day's activity converged moved 
up in some conspicuous instances 7, 
9 and 11 points, on top of enhance- 
ment of 10 to 24 points in the preced- 
ing week and of 60 to 85 since the 
early weeks of 1928. Advances at such 
a@ pace, without any visible change in 
the general situation or any unex- 
pected news regarding the properties 
concerned, would sometimes have 
created caution in the market's atti- 
tude, But that-is not the effect of 


||} such movements in a period of in- 


tense speculative excitement. 

In all the celebrated episodes of the 
kind, whether in the nearer or more 
distant past; there is a close simi- 
larity of form. Financial imagination 
is stimulated first by the action of 
one or.two stocks or by the profits 
that the companies represented by 
them have made public; but in the 
end, granting a condition of the pub- 
lic mind which renders it receptive, 
a rush after other stocks at similarly 
tising prices follows. In the end, the 
speculative public usually cuts loose 
altogether from considerations of in- 
trinsic value and of visible or even 
potential earning power, buys stocks 
after a wholly abnormal rise in their 
prices because they have already 
risen so far beyond any previous ex- 
pectations—in short, reverses the or- 
dinary process of reasoning. 

The warning that the higher prices | es 
go in such a market the nearer they | man 
necessarily must be to the point at 
which even the speculative leaders 
will distrust the situation, has been 
voiced on all such occasions (usually 
in a hesitating way), but it has al- 
ways been. wasted. The momentum 
acquired by the rise that has pre- 
ceded is increased by each day’s ad- 
ditional advance. This is one of the 
hest-known phenomena in the psy- 
chology of markets. [t is only the 
distance of time which separates 
notable demonstrations of the kind 
which is apt to occasion inference, 
when the picture is again presented, 
that some unusual and previously un- 
known forces are at work. 

In yesterday’s market the spectacu- 
lar advances were divided between 
shares which have held the active 
leadership since prices broke through 
ordinary bounds and shares which 
had very lately been more or less in 
the background. General Motors, du 
Pont and Radio shares held the 
centre of the stage in volume of 
trading and-scope of advances, but 
stocks such as Sears-Roebuck, Chrys- 
ler Motors and Lambert Chemical 
advanced 7 to 12 points. At the same 
time, declines of 5 to 9 points oc- 
curred in a few stocks which had 
recently been moving sharply up- 
ward, 

Stock Exchange money rates did 
not change from last week’s higher 
4% per cent. rate; but the day’s frac- 
tional advance in commercial paper 
and in time-money rates on stock 
collateral was of interest because the 
new rates were in the one class of 
loans the highest reached in nearly 
a year and in the other the highest 
in fifteen months, The approaching 
quarterly settlements are no doubt 
an essential influence in this. ad- 
vance, though rates on time con- 
tracts did not change at all at the 
end of March, 1927. At this time in 
1926, however, time money went to 
5 per cent. Any variation in money 
rates will naturally be watched with 
more than usual interest while con- 
ditions in other markets remain what 
they are.

AGED MOTHER ACCUSES. SON 


Says He Took $1,300 Which She
